Perhaps even more important, the pres- 


tige of the Court \vas at stake. A deadlock 
would have played directly into the hands 
of its critics, who claim that the Justices' 
economic and political views, not law, de- 
termine their rulings. 


So, according to the analyzers,-there en- 


sued some lours trading among the six 
Justices vvh'j favored some Ivinci of decree 
against the Act. 


The three Justices who wanted to toss 


out the entire law proposing tempering 


i heir-stand, to the extent of not rendering 
f i n a l judgment on the price' fixing 
sec- 


tions, -buV merely holding them illegal in 
this'specific instance because they were 
wrapped'up with the unconstitutional labor 
provisions. 


By this concession, two of the t h r e e 


Justices w.ho favored the price fixing fea- 
tures presumably 
were 
induced 
to go 


along with the three die-hards. 


In confirmation of this theory the leg- 


alists cite three points: 


First: Justice Sutherland's majority op- 


inion shows signs of being a "patchwork" 
decision; that is, move than one pen had a 
hand in writing it. 


Second : Sutherland, in one portion of 


I'!is opinion, says specifically that he will 
pass on the constitutionality of the price- 
fixing sections later in his decision. Yet 
when he finally reaches this part of 
the 


law he withholds final judgment, saying, 
"The price-fixing provisions of the code- 
are thus flisposed of without coming to the 
question of their constitutionality . . . " 


Finally: the great length of time it took 


the Court to act upon the case—r>8 days— 
one of the longest periods of chamber de- 
bat*1 in recent Court historv.
